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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "27" has been used to designate both "refracted light" and 
"second light rays". A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. Applicant is required to submit a proposed drawing correction in reply to this 
Office action. However, formal correction of the noted defect may be deferred until after 
the examiner has considered the proposed drawing correction. Failure to timely submit 
the proposed drawing correction will result in the abandonment of the application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Waldern 



et al. 
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Waldern et al. (US Patent Number 6,407,724 B2) discloses the method for 
projecting light from an image projector (column 15, lines 61-64), in response to an 
image information signal, controllably refracting said projected light, in response to a 
first control signal (column 16, lines 12-15) for projecting refracted light for providing 
viewable images of varying extent, and controllably refracting said viewable images in 
response to a second control signal for viewing said images of increasingly smaller 
extent with correspondingly increasing magnification (column 16, lines 15-18). A device 
comprising a projector (i.e. image generator; column 15, lines 63), responsive to an 
image information signal for providing first light rays (column 16, lines 13-14); a first 
optic (292), responsive to the first light rays and to a first control signal (291 ) for 
providing second light rays; a screen (290), responsive to the second light rays for 
providing third light rays (i.e. light rays between the screen [290] and the second optic 
[293]) indicative of images of varying size (column 16, lines 15-18); and a second optic 
(293), responsive to the third light rays and to a second control signal, for providing 
fourth light rays for viewing (i.e. light rays from element 293 to the observer's eye). A 
first optic (292) for controllably refracting said projected light, in response to a first 
control signal (Figure 1 5) for providing light rays of varying extent, and a second optic 
(293) for controllably refracting said light rays in response to a second control signal 
(Figure 15) for providing light rays of increasingly smaller extent at correspondingly 
decreasing focal length (column 16, lines 24-30). 
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Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Iba (US Patent Number 5,499,138) discloses an image display apparatus, which 
is designated to project an image directly on the retinas in both the user's eyes. 

Maguire, Jr. (US Patent Number 6,246,382 B1) teaches a method and apparatus 
for providing, in response to successive image signals and a control signal, the 
successive images at various apparent distances. 

Maguire, Jr. (US Patent Number 6,307,589 B1) shows a method and apparatus 
for providing, in response to image signals originating in an object space. 

Okamura et al. (US Patent Number 6,061 ,103) discloses an image display 
apparatus that selectively shift viewing positions of the displayed images in respective 
regions. 

Edwards (US Patent Number 6,057,81 1 ) teaches 3-D glasses for use with 
multiplexed video images.
